An Incalculable Loss 


Speaking at a meeting in Wash- 


ington on the railroad question, Sen- 
ator Ournmins of Iowa in addition to 
touching upon many ]jhases of the 
railroad problem pointed out that 
when the government finally,settled 
its score with the railroads for tie 
period of government operation un- 
der the present railroad administra- 
tion the deficit which the government 
would have to meet would be about 
$700,000,000. This must be paid but 
of the treasury of the United States 
and comes from lie taxpayers. 


Senator Cummins' figures again 


emphasize the fact that the public is 
the real "goat" "in connection with 


whole story of the public's loss. 
will be recalled thai; at the 'Jackson 
Day banquet Senator Pomerene of

commerce 
committee, 


pointed out that in addition to the 
big deficit which' the treasury' must 
meet and which he calcualted at ap- 
proximately the same figure as that 
given by Sen. Cummins, there were 
upwards of $300,000,000 of unpaid 
claims. Senator Pomerene calculated 
that the public would ultimately be 
out of pocket for the Venture of the 
railroad administration somethin~ 
like a billion dollars. 


Of course these figures which are 


distressing enough from the public 
standpoint and. from the standpoint 
of the average' citizen who has to 
bear the tax burden, are only a 
part of the chapter even at that.

which the public wall incur because 
of the manner of handling the roads 
by the railroad-administration there 
is added the indirect loss, the total 
will reach-far into the billions. The 
aggregate of it simply can never be 
calculated.
